within minutes after her hus­ 
band was returned to jail Mon­ 
day to plead guilty to a lesser 
charge of petty theft. 
The charge was in connection 
with the same case.

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Learning Disorder 
Workshop Concludes

Elgin School Dist. 
Elgin Dist. U-46 social work­ 
ers have concluded a week-long 
workshop which 
concentrated 
on early recognition of learning 
disorders in elementary school 
children. 
Conducted by the Kane Coun­ 
ty Center for Learning Dis­ 
abilities, the program enables 
the 12 social workers attending 
to make referrals to the ap­ 
propriate services for helping 
thest children. 
School social workers function 
in all elementary schools in 
U-46. Their relationship with 
teachers gives them the oppor­ 
tunity to learn the social and 
emotional blocks to learning. 
“Many of these referrals turn 
out to be a deficit in the child’s 
ability to achieve, not a person­ 
ality 
problem,” 
says 
Virgil 
Murk, U-46 social worker super­ 
visor. 
FOR THESE children, reme- 
d i a I 
procedures

that 
bridge the gap between success 
and failure, he said. 
According to Murk, current 
m e t h o d s of detection have 
vastly increased the recognition 
of learning disorders among ele­ 
mentary school children.

JUST w h a t is 
A SLIPPED DISC? 


It is really a ruptured disk. The spinal cord is 
a column of nerves running through the vertabrae. 
Between each pair of vertabrae is a soft spongy 
disk to allow the spine to bend and curve. It acts 
as a shock absorber.

Ail signs point to a two or three-way squabble for 
village board seats that will be filled in the municipal 
elections next April. 
Caucus Party domination of village elections could at 
that tim e com e to an end. 
Certain to file a slate for the village election ballot, 
perhaps under an Independent Party label, is a mixed 
bag of allies that include successful 
Caucus challenger George Burlingame 
and his supporters, fiery anti-night rac­ 
ing cam paigner Barbara Vidmar, and 
Dem ocratic dissidents 
like Lee 
and 
Herman Koenemann and Keith Merckx 
Barbara has already m ade it public 
that she’s in the race. 
Working with them likely will be 
Irving 
Crystal, 
independent 
trustee 
candidate who was nosed out by Bur­ 
lingam e two years ago as the Caucus Party suffered its 
first defeat in IO years of village election effort. Crystal 
has been burned by the fact that he hasn’t been appoint­ 
ed to any village board or com m ission since the election 
as were John Gillen and Jam es F. Ryan, finalists for 
Caucus endorsem ent in the 1967 pre-election Caucus selec­ 
tion process. Gillen and Ryan have gained experience 
and exposure that Crystal has been denied. 
Then there is Tom Hanlon, who served a term as a 
Caucus-elected trustee and was riffed in the 1967 inter­ 
view com m ittee screening process. He has good reason 
to want to see the Caucus fail. 


THERE IS ALSO talk in the wind of a third slate to 
challenge the Caucus dom inance in Arlington Heights 
affairs. 
It could com e from the Republican organization, 
which has been under increasing pressure to move into 
local level politics in the open since the Palatine GOP 
made the sam e m ove in 1967 with general success. 
There is also talk, however, that an alternate to the 
Caucus Party m ight be provided from disenchanted old- 
tim e Caucus organizers who now think the open-selection 
route has seen its day. 
They could opt for pulling together a slate of ex­ 
perienced villagers and new young residents through a 
closed-slating process that would at least have the ad­ 
vantage, lacked by the Caucus, of not allowing your 
enem ies to influence whom you will run. 


KEY TO WHETHER the Republicans have a go at 
the Arlington Heights power posts is trustee Jack Walsh. 
Walsh is closer to local GOP inner circles than any other 
village official has been in the past. If Walsh gets the 
Caucus nod to seek the village president’s post when 
Woods retires, as he has said he will, it is unlikely the 
GOP will field a slate against him. They’d be cutting 
their own. 
It seem s hardly likely that Walsh will fail to get 
Caucus endorsem ent as village president candidate. He 
is experienced, well known, hard working and has the 
experience the job dem ands. 
Then there is William Griffin, Ridge Park Home­ 
owners Assn. president who as a Caucus nomination 
com m ittee m em ber spearheaded the conservative R e­ 
publican effort to either slate one of their own — Tom 
Hanlon — or deny a sim ilar chance to Republican candi­ 
dates linked to the dominant Schlickm an Republican 
bloc.

Schlickm an forces, Griffin has since stayed out of parti­ 
san politics, kept his nose clean and worked to build up 
influence by serving as a spokesm an for his area. If he 
decides he has the tim e, he has good credentials for 
election to the village board — but on whose slate? 


THE RF] IS ALL this interest because the prize is 
worth the gam e. 
There is the presidency of a booming, influential sub­ 
urban village that will grow from 52,000 to 70,000 by 1975. 
There will be at least one village trustee seat not sought 
by an incum bent, since John White is generally expected 
to bow out. Frank Palm atier has not yet said whether he 
will seek another term . If he doesn't that would be two 
seats open. Roy Bressler could choose to seek Caucus 
endorsem ent a second term as trustee or hear the will- 
o-the-wisp and bid for the presidency on som eone else's 
ticket. Word is he’s being wooed. 
Then there is W alsh’s seat, which would be filled by 
appointment after the election by those who then had the 
board contro. 
Caucus leaders should be considering all this and 
getting their working apparatus into order. They were 
warned earlier this year, however, and didn’t m ove.
